EDITOR CAUSE 
OF CRITICISM 


Communist Article Brings 
Harsh Words Upen The 
Labor Government 


LONDON, Oct. 1.—(By Canadian 
Press Cable)—Critics who are not 
disposed usually to be harsh on the 
present ministry do not hesitate to 
fescribe the explanation given in 
the House of Commons yesterday by 
Sir Patrick Hastings, attorney-gen- 
wal, for the dropping of the prose- 
sution of J. R. Campbell, editor of 
he Communist paper, The Workers’ 
Weekly, on a charge of sedition as 
mtirely unsetisfactory 

Whether the government  influ- 
meed the law officers in the drop~- 
ning of the charge against Editor 
Campbell or not, there is a general 
impression that the whole matter 
was at best badly bungled. 

The matter of the withdrawal of 
the charge will be debated in the 
Commons again next week. 

John Ross Campbell, editor of the 
communist paper, The Workers’ 
Weekly, was charged with sedition 
in attempting in an article in the 
paper to seduce from allegiance 
members of His Majesty's forces by 
urging soldiers end sailors to form 
committees as a nucleus of an or- 
ganization for a common attack up- 
on capitalists, and suggested shoot- 
ing down their “oppressors” instead 
of their fellow workers in connec- 
tion With industrial disputes.
